Towards ;i o'clock ill the afternoon 
they occupied the- island of Somnlinda 
and" spent the night of April 2Gtll on an 
island north of Sandnko... The Japa- 
nese, who numbered 15,000, were re- 
ceived by the lire of our light cavalry, 
who, being numerically inferior, took 
boats and crossed to the right bank, 
whence they kept up a lively fire, skel- 
tered by a sharp ascent. Our light 
cavalry lost the chief of the detach- 
ment, Lieut. Somonoff, and IS men, 
who were killed, but their severe lire 
at short range against the Japanese in 
close formation, must have inflicted con- 
siderable loss. 

At 3:30 a. in.. April 20th, by their 
firing on the island opposite Turen 
Choug, our guns destroyed the bridge 
across the eastern branch of the Yalu 
towards the island of Soinalinda, forc- 
ing the Japanese to cntinue their pas- 
sage of the river hy pontoons south of 
'Wiju. About, midday a detachment of 
Japanese with a battery of artillery be- 
gan a march upon Turen Choug, but 
meeting with the tire of our artillery, 
they retired in disorder and confusion 
towards the place of their passage. The 
'Japanese battery did not have time 
even lo come into action. 

At II o'clock in the evening on April 
27th some of tho butnllious of the Japa- 
nese crossed the Yalu with the village 
of MiUontsoo over the eastern branch 
of the river. 

The night of April 27-2S passe I quiet- 
ly. On the morning of April 28tli our 
sci, ins report! d that the Japanese had 
occupied an Island oposite the village 
of Sundnkou. having advanced posts 
on the left bank of the river. Our 
troops continued to occupy their posi- 
tion mi the right bank of the river.

Xew York, April 30. — Count Cassini, 
the Russian ambassador to the United 
States, contributes to the forthcoming 
number of the North American Review 
an article, in which, under the caption 
of "Russia ami the Ear East," he 
makes n statement of his government's 
position.

For 
the personal representative of the Rus- 
sian Emperor to make an admission 
seemingly so humiliating lo national 
pride may appear strong and remark- 
able, but it is made with full apprecia- 
tion of its importance and signifi- 
cance, 1 repeat that ltussia was not 
prepared for war because she hail no 
reason to expect war. In her faith that 
the negotiations with Japan were being 
conducted by both parties with the ob- 
ject of reaching an amicable ami an 
Honorable adjustment of their differ- 
ences, she was not conscious that the 
result was to be anything but peace- 
ful." 

Count Cassini denies that Itussin

The General Staff Have Absolute 
f aith in Kuropatkln's 
Genius. 



St. Petersburg, April .".().— All aiews 
from the front indicates that the armies 
of General Kuropi and General Oki, 
comprising about 1(X),000 men are be- 
ing rapidly pushed forward and .-will be 
thrown across the Yalu us speedily as 
possible. Japanese transports have also 
appeared at the Juoiith oi the river and 
supported by a few warships will assist 
in the operations. The Japanese seem 
to be following closely the tactics pur- 
sued during the China-Japanese -war, 
having already occupied Kulien Cheng, 
above Antung, where they crossed in 
1SD5. 

The opening of serious land lighting 
is considered to be not far distant, but 
although the Japanese are now crossing 
al .several places above AViju a heavy 
movement of troops may not begin for 
several days. It is believed that the 
Japanese anticipated more resistance in 
the Yalu than they met. with, and for 
this reason their armies are not in a 
position to cress at the moment. Desul- 
tory picket lighting is occurring con- 
stantly, but no importance is attached 
to it. While the Russian plans never 
contemplated u strong resistance to tho 
Japanese in the Yah;, it is evident the 
latter made a show of defence of the 
river and some surprise is manifested 
even here that practically no attempt 
was iniido to impede the enemy's 
forces. 

In explanation of this, it is signifi- 
cantly intimated by members of the 
general staff that General Kuropatkiu 
has .some secret plans that the Jap- 
anese may soon find themselves in a 
trap. General Kuropatkin's skill as a 
strategist is a thing in which the Kus- 
sian army reposes n blind faith. "Wait 
until the denouement," ollicers of tho 
general staff say. They consider that 
General Kuropatkiu as a tactician ap- 
proaches real genius. It is estimated 
that it will take the Japanese at least 
a week to bring over their men and 
baggage and to prepare for an advance 
upon the first Russian force which is 
strongly posted near Gong llunn Choug. 
fifty miles west on the Pekin road. The 
general staff docs not believe it will be 
possible for the Japanese to deliver a 
frontal attack on this position, tho coun- 
try being exceedingly dillleiilt and fa- 
vorable of disastrous iimbtisetnles. The

IWashington, ' April 2!).— The Navy 
Board, consisting of Captain Bayton, 
Commander Fletcher and Lieutenant 
DiefTenbach, appointed to investigate the 
circumstances attending the lnn-sting of 
two elglit-lncb guus on the Iowa, Feb- 
ruary 5 last, has reported to the secre- 
tary that the board linds that In firing 
ot the gnus aU precautions were taken. 
Ttio report says: "When the forgings of 
the guns were being machined at the 
gun factory, defects developed, the de- 
lects bein; described as numerous smal' 
'breaks in the continuity of the metal, 
and also minute 'sand and slag spots.' 
The forgings thereupon Were rejected by 
the factory." 

On a protest by the manufacturing 
company, the report recites, a board was 
ordered In accordance with a clause In 
the contract. This board recommended 
the rejection of certain ot the forgings, 
but on further protest of the manufac- 
turers another board was ordered, and It 
found that tlie "defects that are re- 
ferred to as existing are common to all 
forgings In a larger or smaller degree, 
but neither the sand nor tin' slag spots 
or breaks are serious enough in t':<- 
present stage to cause us to recommend 
their rejection 1 ." 

The bureau of ordnance, It Is shown, 
tipproved and recommended acceptance 
of the forgings with a ten per cent, re- 
duction; the department approved the 
action. 'Che guns were designed for use 
with brown powder, but smokeless pow- 
der was used instead. With tin; adop- 
tion id' smokeless powder the muzzle 
velocity was Increased from 'g.ltxi feet to 
2,300 feet. la Its conclusion tlie board 
ilnds that the guns, so far as material 
Is concerned, were as strong as designed 
In 'be, that the fracture of the guns did 
ne result from weakening from previous 
flrlng, from the premature bursting of 
shells in the bore or from excessive 
pressure resulting from abnormal action 
of tie powder charge.

THE ONTARIO POLITICAL, SITU- 
ATION. 

Tlinl there will lie :i penernl election 
in Ontario within a short time is now 
ulllcinlly announced. Sir. Ross has 
been forced to take this step or resign, 
jus (hen- is mi prospect that he can 
gain additional support in the present 
Legislature. The probability is that 
if In' decided to postpone an appeal to 
lite electorate, lie would And his bare 
majority turn tt] into a minority either 
by the results at the polls or by the 
^decisions of the courts. He lias t<> steer 
Jtetweeii the Scylla "I' election trials and 
the Clinrybdis of bye-election contests. 
I'Jvideutly Mr. Itoss fears that even his 
(skill lis a political pilot would not suf- 
fice to guide tin party ship into peace- 
ful waters and we think most people 
will agree with iMr. Itoss'in that view. 
Tn avoid both these dangers Mr. Ross 
proposes, therefore, to trust the pnrty 
fortunes to the result of a general elec- 
tion. In that he will be able to secure 
the strenuous support of the Federal 
party, since the Ottawa Government is 
diily less interested than Mr. Ross in 
the result of the provincial general elec- 
tions in Ontario. A Liberal defeat in 
Ontario in the provincial arena, would 
Itu a bad augury for a Libera) victory 
in the larger political sphere, and ^tr. 
Ross can, therefore, rely upon much 
greater support from Ottawa than 
would be accorded under ordinary con- 
ditions. It is probable the Ontario elec- 
tions will take place in June, or at 
latest in July, dune ha.s til ways been 
regarded as the "Mownt"' month for 
provincial elections and is the mouth 
jtl which Liberal victories are most like- 
ly to be achieved. 

There is reason to believe that Mr. 
Itoss has been preparing for an elec- 
tion for some time, although the ordi- 
nary coarse of the present Legislature 
is not yet nearly run. He seems to 
■hare made himself "friends -with tho 
mtammon of unrighteousness" in the 
shape of the great railway corporations. 
(From the three lines that traverse On- 
tario be has nothing to fear but much 
to hope. He lias cultivated them, ami 
it is said that all are friendly. The 
Canadian Northern people arc- grateful 
for the guarantee of the $3,000,000 of 
Janies Bay Railway bonds. The Cana- 
dian Pacific is thankful for the- very 
moderate amount of taxation proposed 
to be imposed on railways, notwith- 
standing the Msesrtion of the Govern- 
ment to the contrary at the beginning 
the session. The Grand Trunk is duly 
appreciative oE the liberality displayed 
in the aid given to branches of ..the 
•Grand Trunk Pacific and :i!>o for the 
lenient manner in which the scale of 
provincial taxes has been adjusted. Ar 
b ast one of these corporation will take 
nil active part in assisting Mr. Ross to 
carry the Province. 

■ But public attention is more interest- 
ed in what Mr. Ross is likely to *uj 
In his election address on the liquor 
question than in anything else. There 
is no question thai he is seeking to 
reach a special understanding with the 
lenders of the Temperance party. Some 
of tin in arc his staunch frieuds; some 
of thorn are for temperance before any- 
thing else; others will nol forget that 
they are Liberals flist, and temperance 
people in the second place. What will 
Mr, Itoss offer tin nr/ Assuredly not 
prohibition; possibly Government own- 
ership and monopoly of the truffle. But 
bow will [hat meet the views of those 
who honestly regard the consumption 
of liquor as an evil that must be got 
lid of? Ami then Mr. Ross will throw 
■out half the members of his cabinet and 
go to the country with colleagues who 
have not so much to answer for a., 
Messrs. Gibson, Strntton and Davis. 

CANADIAN FISH'BRIES. 

The fisheries of the Dominion consti- 
tute one of the most Important or the 
national industries. They have in the 
past contributed not a little to the na- 
tional wealth. With Intelligent man- 
agement they should, he still more profit- 
ahh., in the future. Cnlike some other 
industries, it is not very easy to arrive 
at- anything like an exact estimate of 
iho annual val ,f our fisheries. Al- 
though it is possible to ascertain with 
some accuracy tin/ value of the salmon 
•lisliery of the Pacific Coast for any 
year, or of the cod, mackerel or lob- 
ster fisheries, there is no possibility of 
-finding out the value of the different 
kinds of lish taken for their own use 
'by fishermen ami others or which is 
not marketed through the ordinary com- 
mercial channels. The annual value of 
Ciuiadiiiii fisheries has been estimated 
for a number of years to be twenty 
millions and many persons! consider flint 
is under the actual amount, J Miring n 
period of tliirty-l liree years it is staled 
that the immense sum of 1^78,000,000 
has beX-h added to the wealth of the 
country by the Jive principal kinds of 
dish. The cod fishery bits yielded $123,- 
200,000; salmon, f7-f,532,W»>; . lobster, 
if!OS,<Mo,000; herring. $(XI,100,000; mack- 
erel, if-Cl.-Wl.tMH). When to those large 
minis are added the figures of the minor 



fisheries, it will be seen thow important 
is the fishery industry. 

The annual report of. the Minister of 
Marino and Fisheries for the year 1002 1 
gives a mass of interesting information 
on the subject. The report givc« the 
■total value of our fish and tish product 
for that year as $21,059,483. For tho 
preceding year it was $25,737,153; and 
■for 101)0 it was $21,557,030. The prin- 
cipal cause of the decline in values was 
the smaller value of the British Colum- 
bia salmon puck and of the mackerel 

eateli in 1(102, hut the decrease in gener- 
al with the exception of 'Manitoba. The 
value of tho fishery products; exported 
is put down at $11,820,040, a slim that 
compares favorably with the exports of 
preceding years. '■• 

iWhile the value of the catch is so 
large, the importance of the fisheries 
can also he gauged by the number of 
persons to whom they afford employ- 
incut. During the year 77.NU1 portions 
■were employed in the fisheries and the 
craft and gear used are valued at 
$11,300,059. In the lobster fishery alone 
13,503 persons were employed. There 
are 7t2:> lobster canneries in the Domin- 
ion and the plant used is valued at 
$l,2S7,0oG. TUie report states thai there 
are 7." salmon canneries in 'British Co- 
liunbin, their value being placed ut 
^1,500,(1110. Employment is given in the 
'season t„ 17,1ms persons, and 30,103,770 
cans of salmon are produced. British 
Cohlinbla is also the 1 nation o!" the seal 
fishery, da 1002 the report states there 
were .".I schooners employed in hunt i li- 
the seals, in 1903 the number 'was re- 
duced to 24 schooners. Eight Canadian 
vessels operating near the Falkland 
llslnilds, in the South Atlantic, last year 
took 211.12(1 seals. The amount expend- 
ed by the. Federal Government in look- 
ing after the fisheries wns $527,044. The 
revenue only amounted to $7S,033, 

By Provinces, the estimated value of 
lisliery products was as follows : Nova 
Scotia. $7,351,753: British Columbia, 
$5,281,834; New Brunswick, $3,012,514; 
Quebec, $2,059,175; Ontario, $1,205,700; 
.Manitoba and the Northwest Territories, 
$.l,19S,437, ami Prince Edward Island. 
$887,034. .1 1 will be seen that tho fresh 
water fisheries in Manitoba ami the 
Territories - is very considerable. Pick- 
erel, white lish, pike and Stlirgeou are 

the principal lish in that category, We 

think t'he statistics we have taken from 
the Report of the Minister of fisheries 
will siiiow the great value of her fish- 
eries to Canada. In no oilier line of 
industry in connection with the develop- 
ment of our natural resources can atten- 
tion he directed better than to our fish- 
eries. In several lines there has hern 
little development so far, and there 
should, therefore, he great strides made 
in the future. At present, however, 
the interests of the fisheries are being 
prejudiced by the .uncertainty that ex- 
ists as to tho respective rights of the 
Dominion ami the Provinces to control 
them. According to the latest decision 
there appears to be a joint control, or 
perhaps, we should say, that some mat- 
ters connected with tho fisheries come 
under Dominion control and others under 
the Provincial authorities. There are 
others in which both parties seem to 
have rights. It is essential that these 
doubts and uncertainties should be re- 
moved by a judicial decision. For many 
reasons it would be better if the Prov- 
inces were given the control of the fish- 
cries within their waters, so that there 
•would he no friction between them and 
the Dominion authorities, and it is to 
be hoped that measures to that end 
■will be taken.

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I The Necessity of Athletics | 
1 For Public School Boys j

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IT is with pleasure tlint I respond to 
the. request for au article to mart 
a scries of articles to be printed ill 
the interests fit the general use o-t 
athletics in the public .schools. ,1 he 
great success of the recent athletic 
meeting of the public Schools Athletic 
League points the way to other cities, 
and a new era lias undoubtedly been 
ushered in for athletics for the youth, 
of the nation, who are .soon to learn 
that a healthy boy promises a sound 
mind and means a great aid in the bat- 
tle of life. ■ 

Thanhs to the more liberal ideas of 
today, the public .school children of the 
great city oi' Now York will soon ba"V0 
what every country child has always 
had— the opportunity for play and 
healthful exevci.se, which all young peo- 
ple delight in. 

A few years ago there were few 
peoplo who realized how very impor- 
tant play is to the development of the 
healthy child, and they failed to see 
how practically impossible it was for 
the public school pupil of this era to 
obtain the exercise that past genera- 
tions received before the great cities 
were built. 

My own case is a good illustration of 
the change that has occurred. 1 paid 
my way very largely through the high 
school by sawing wood and doing other 
similar work; but I cannot see how my 
boy can have any chance to pay his 
way through a New York high school 
by the same method. 

The old methods of developing vigor- 
ous bodies among the young nave been 
taken away by the conditions of civil- 
ization. This is true not only as re- 
gards r ho "chores" of the world. It 
is equally true of the world's piny- 
grounds. 1'p to the present generation 
the many cities have had plenty of 
space where the children could play 
tag, hide am! seek, black man. one old 
eat and other similar games. In place 
of these the modern child has the .streets. 

On which it is both dangerous and 
illegal to play, many of the old vigorous 
games, and the parks, where he may 
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opportunity ti> play " 
sports, then the.v ineviti 
and grel into mischief, 

This in the main is the natural his 
tory of the "boys' gang." 

It cannot be remedied by restrictive 
measures alone. It expresses an abso- 
lute and positive heed which, if not 
gratified in useful way.-, will find a 
mischievous outlet. 

Opportunities must be given our boys 
for the cultivation or i/aick,, endurance 
and hardihood if we are to 'expect the 
buys to grow up into men who are to 
possess the corresponding virtues. 

Tile necessities for these _opportuni- 
tie for our schoolboys and' "giris must 
be apparent to all thinking people. The 
difficulty has been as to how much 
athletics can be provided and low man- 
aged so that the most good can be se- 



, aired from them, law and order pre- 
vailing in their conduct. 

City '.hoys themselves are unable to 
procure these .facilities for themselves, 
being of an age where responsibility 
is not adequate. 

Xo city or state government would 
listen to" a delegation of schoolboys ill 
petition for playgrounds and gymnasia 
to he turned over to them for their 
use. Responsible men, men of standing 
in the affairs of a great city, must s'up- 
porl the children in their need. No 
body of men' with boys or their own can 
turn a deaf ear to a need so supported. 

Apart from the procuring <3f the ne- 
cessary open spaces, gymnasia and roof 
playgrounds, there comes the matter 
id' 'finance. Philanthropic persons who 
desired to assist the boys of our city 
to si-cure health and strength would 
consider iwice before turning over tiimi- 
ev or valuable prizes to a number of 
schoolboys, but with a league headed 
by men 'well known to the public, the 
complexion is entirely changed, as was 
seen hv the mrfsmifieenl cup and medals 
'•presented to the winners at the .Madi- 
son Square Garden meet. 

If a few boys had combined to start 
a league and inn a meet, however good 
their intentions. sneceM could hardly 
have crowned their efforts. 

For this reason the Public .Schools 
Athletic Lengtie was originally formed, 
headed by representative men. having 
wide relations with tin- city, with pub- 
lic education, with business, with phil- 
anthropy and with athletics. 

These men have studied the condi- 
tion of school life, and while efforts 
have been made to counteract the ef- 
forts of the school desk by twenty 
minutes a day of school gymnastics, 
they do not consider it is sufficient to 
(it the pupils with the strength an.! 
stamina to battle with the world in 
later years. 

More time cannot be taken from 
studies for exercise. I luring the hours 
of after school life there is time for 
athletics. The League exists to wisely 
occupy some of this time. The good 
I which it can do is inestimable. Not 
I only will il keep the boys from had 
asfocietions and idleness, but if will 
jive thcin the opportunity of forming 
[physical and constitutional strength 
j in the practice necessary for the many 
competitions which it will hold to sttui- 
j Ulnte tin boys to activity. 

| To deal Willi tile tilutlsnnds of boys 
. in the city individually would be im- 
I possible, hut the League lias the nd- 
' vnntnire of the sympathy and co-opem- 
tion of a great number of principals 
and teachers. 
. The Public Schools Athletic League 
can organize the games and exercises 
so that they will be within the reach o! 
the average boy. 

The future men and women of this 
city must be given the opportunity for 
such health and power as their fathers 
and mothers had. and the Public School 
Athletic League means to make every 
legitimate endeavor to secure for them 
the opportunity. The.v have discovered 
great sympathy among the business 
men of the city, many of whom were 
themselves public school boys, and tire 
confident of great success in securing 



enough playgrounds, athletic fields and 
'gymnasia for all, instead of only 
one-twentieth, as at present, 

1 have shown the necessity for ath- 
letic opportunities for the .boys in the 
public schools, also the necessity for the 
Athletic League as a means of obtain- 
ing those concessions and improvements 
and to organize the various work so 
that physical education and games may 
•he carried out in a systematic manner. 

It was with great confidence that this 
■ League was started. The support al- 
ready received and success already 
won ' has been 'beyond any of our expec- 
tations. . 
•The school games which are to be 
held .tit the St. Louis Exhibition on the 
fourth and fifth of .Inly will be another 
«Venl step in the advance made in pub- 
lic school athletics, as at this time a 
national league will be formed and un- 
doubtedly new American, public school 
■records will be made. 

The record miry al the Madison 
Square Garden games of eleven hun- 
dred boys will doubtless 1 lipsed and 

a mark set which no organization out- 
side of the Public Schools League will 
ever bi' aide to reach.

. On the whole the three best ©li,catfd 
countries in the world, am Swiisu.- 
land. Germany and the United States 
of America. Between these three on 
the one hand, and Great Britain on the 
other, there am two main contrasts. 
In tiio three countries named the peo- 
ple are more keenly alivo to the import- 
ance of education as :i factor in na- 
tional ailvniicoinent than they are with 
us. And, secondly. education with 
them is, ns a result, much more ac- 
tively prosecuted ami much more thor- 
oughly organised than with ns. Short- 
ly,' ui examine the systems of these 
throe countries in detail let me begin 
•with America. Here, education— ns .1 
Citizen llight— is the watchword. Ev- 
erybody is keen: and education pros- 
pers in a congenial and .stimulating at- 
mosphere. Were it not so the machin- 
ery is often so bad, as machinery, that 
tho results would be deplorable. Pub- 
lic education is free, not only in the 
"Primary," but in the '"Grninmar," and 
"High" schools, and every American 
Child is entitled to free education 1111 
10 is or 19. (Public education, more- 
over, is secular throughout. 
1 AMERICAN EDUCATION. 

The teachers of nil grades are, as a 
rule, 1 rained for their work, and women 
vastly preponderate. (The generic name 
for teacher in America is "s'he.") Sal- 
aries iu all the settled areas, where the 
schools are open the whole year round 
are higher tl.au in Britain, or in either 
of the otln r two countries under re 
(Vronce. As to the local government of 
t ihical ion. each state ■ and city has its 
own system. Sometimes the local 
board of education is the result nf di- 
rect election i.takca on the same Toting 
paper as for the Municipal Election, 
as a rale), as were our now defauel 
School Boards. Sometimes it is a com- 
mittee of the Municipal Council, and 
sometimes it consists las in New York 
1 ity for instance! of a board appointed 
by tho mayor of the city entirely on 
his own responsibility. (In England 
siuii a system as this would lie fatal; 
in America it is saved by the fact that 



States, and incomparably more thor- 
ough than in Britain. In every case 
nf inexcusable absence from school the 
parent is rigidly lined ^20 cents for each 
hour missed. As in tlf.< States the 
higher schools offering facilities for 
modern and technical (training as well 
ns tho Universities are thoroughly dem- 
ocratic, especially as regards the sta- 
tion of life of the students intending 
them.
